Centrat. Excises 

New Delhi, the 31 st December 1966 

G.S.R. 2042.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1P44, read with sub-section (3) of section 3 of the 
Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Importance) Act, 1957 (58 of 1957), 
and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Revenue and Insurance) No. 197/66-Central Excises, 
dated the 14th December, 1966. the Central Government, being satisfied that the 
present scarcity conditions in the States of Bihar and Uttar Pradesh are in the 
nature of a major calamity, hereby exempts patent or proprietary medicines, 
cotton fabrics and woollen fabrics donated till the 30th June, 1967, for relief work 
in those States from the whole of the duty of excise and the additional duty of 
excise, if any, leviable thereon and also the duty of excise on cotton yarn contents 
in respect of cotton fabrics:— 

Provided that— 

(a) it is certified by the manufacturer of such goods on the relevant 
clearance documents that the goods are intended to be donated to any 
officer or organisation specified in the Schedule hereto annexed; and 
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(b) the goods are sent from the factory of manufacture to any officer or 
organisation specified in the said Schedule either directly or, as the 
case may be, through the Bombay Citizens’ Famine Relief Committee.
